Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:,

SeEcTiON 1. Certified at wrong time. That the tax levy and esti-
mate made by the board of duec.ors of the independent school district
of Stuart, in Guthrie and Adair counties, Jowa, on or about the 4ih day
of August, A. D. 1897, to provide funds fur the running expentes of the
schools of said independent school district, and all of the official acts of the
board of directors in connection therewith be, and the same are hereby
legalized and made valid and binding for all intents and purposes, the same
as though said levy, estimate, and certificate of the same were made in strict
conformity with all of the requirements of the law. But nothing in this act
shall in any manper affect any pending litigation.

Rugg a deed for the same sized strip on the opposite side of said grouads
